genthau so Vinson could proceed 
at once with pressing financial de­ 
cisions. 
Six New Faces 
Vinson’s is the sixth new face 
in the Truman cabinet. 
No successor was named at once 
for Snyder. His name went to the 
senate a few hours nfter that of 
Vinson. 
The latter’s was accom­ 
pt lied by two others. 
Mr. Truman submitted the ap- 
po 
’merit of Theron Lamar Cau­ 
dle. Wadesboro, N. C., as assistant 
attorney general to succeed Tom 
C. Clark, now attornev general. 
Harold William Judson of Cali­ 
fornia was nominated as assistant 
solicitor general succeeding Hugh 
R. Cox. who resigned giving “per­ 
sonal reasons.”

Washington, July 16 GR)—Losses 
of Superfortresses have averaged 
only slightly more than one air­ 
plane per mission since the 21st 
Bomber Command began opera­ 
tions last fall. 
An Army Air Forces summary 
issued today reported that a total 
of 261 missions had been flown by 
the 21st Command since it went 
into action from Marianas bases 
in November and that between 
then and last July 9 losses num-* 
bered 291 Superfortresses. 
These figures do not cover the 
20th Command, which started op­ 
erations from southeast Asia bases 
on June 6, 1944, striking targets 
on Kyushu, southernmost of the 
enemy’s home islands, and on the 
mainland. 
Records for the 20th 
Command were not immediately 
available, but they were expected 
to lift the total loss of B-29s well 
above the 300 mark. 
The heavily-armed bombers of 
the 21st Command knocked 760 
Japanese planes out of the air and 
destroyed 159 more on the ground, 
incidental to their prim ary mis­ 
sion of putting bombs on the tar­ 
get. 
The total losses of B-29s, it was 
explained, were from “all causes,” 
which would include losses due to 
weather, mechanical failure and 
other reasons as well as those shot 
down by Japanese fighters, suicide 
planes and anti-aircraft fire. 
The size of the B-29 missions 
has varied from the original 20 or 
30 to the 500-plus plane attacks In 


recent months. 
The largest number of Super­ 
fortresses lost in a single opera­ 
tion is 19, which failed to return 
Hfter a raid on Tokyo in May. 
An accounting

ob­ 
tained in the bombing of 26 enemy 
cities between last March 23 and 
July 9 showed that incendiary at­

(ZP)—Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture 
Anderson 
declared tonight that, on the basis

indications, civilians 
will have to wait until 
1946

any material improvement in the 
domestic food situation. 
“Because of the time it takes to 
produce food, not much relief from 
actual shortages can be expected 
during 1945,” he said. 
For the months ahead, he said, 
meats, food fats and vegetable oils, 
sugar, condensed and evaporated 
milk, and canned fruits and vege­ 
tables will continue in short sup­ 
ply. In addition rice 
and 
dried 
beans will get shorter. 
The only 
bright spots, he said 
are 
milk, 
wheat, potatoes and fresh 
vege­ 
tables. 
“The total demand for meat will 
continue far above our supply,” he 
said. 
Anderson gave this picture of

supply—a 
picture which he described as “not 
an optimistic one on the whole’ — 
in a talk over the American broad­ 
casting company network and at a 
news conference held earlier.

Fungus Substance Found 
To Check Germs In 
Test Tube 


F ay Brook, N. Y.— Discovery of 
still 
another 
fungus 
chemical 
which might be developed into a 
rem edy against tuberculosis is an­ 
nounced by Joseph M. Kurung, of 
the New York State hospital for 
Incipient Pulm onary Tuberculosis 
here, in the forthcoming issue of 
Science. 
The fungus substance definitely 
stops the growth of 
tuberculosis 
germ s growing on culture medium 
in the laboratory. 
It 
withstands 
high tem peratures well and keeps 
for several m onths at below freez­ 
ing tem peratures. Tests with mice 
show that it is 
relatively 
non­ 
toxic, suggesting that it could be 
used safely as a remedy. 
Before attem pting to establish 
its value as 
a 
weapon 
against 
tuberculosis, Mr. Kurung believes 
the substance should be obtained 
in a more pure form and is now 
working on this purification. 
The m aterial w as obtained from 
a strain of the fungus called A s­ 
pergillus ustus. Substances active 
against tuberculosis germ s grow­ 
ing outside the body have 
been 
obtained from other 
fungi 
and 
molds, including A spergillus fumi- 
gatus, Actinomyces 
griseus 
and 
one of the Penicillium group, Mr. 
Kurung points out. 
None of these various antibio­ 
tics, as they are called, has yet 
been accepted as a remedy foi 
tuberculosis. 
Scientists 
are 
still 
working to assess the ability o 
some of these substances to check 
the growth of tuberculosis germs 
in the human body without them­ 
selves causing any dam age.
